one-story house, built to relisfearthquakes,

mosaic pavement at the door greets you 
with a "s«l"e. ' and all around onlhe walls 
are photoKiaphs of Vesuvius \oa cat 
breakfast here— roast beef, with a glass of 
\ esuvian wine the pnre, of course, being 
as elevated as the position of the restaurant 
on the mountain. Water, they told us. 
»as all brought tnere'm barrels on don 
keys backsT-as none is ever found in ihe 
eirth there 
It is ground that has been 


upheaved unnumbered times, "and, even if 
it were not near the top of the mountain, 
*ater could not be expected there. 


The car is in two compartments at dif 


ferent levels, and carries up eighf persons 
at each voyage, which occupies nine min- 
utes 
The heavy oak beams laid up ihe 


side of the cone, at an angle of fifty de- 
crees look stout enough to hold the cable 
wire and the wheels firm on the lapillo of 
the cone, and giving to the winds all mis- 
BivinRS, you begin Ihe ascent. This roll 
inrt up ihe cone, with a conductor mount 


ed on afl elevated seat in front of the car 
this leaving the world which we have 
known hitherto so far behind ewes a am 
ous sensation of mingled wonder and fear 
The movement is slow and cautious, as if 
man feared to tempt ihe mighty power be 
low, and all this is silent except the creak 
of the wire over the iron wheel 
When at 


last you are landed at the Ajpper station 
the ascent so ur has been made without 
fatigue and the promises of the society 
are fulfilled. 
But a part of the cone 


is still before you. if you would arrive 
at the crater, and this ascent is stsep and 
fatigume 
The guides hover round each 


group of travelers here, hoping to find 
some »ho, as in former times, will require 
their aid. Although the walk, which is 


- about fifteen miriutes, is fatiguing, it gives 


only the fainjjtst idea.o.f the difficulty of 
the fennel- mode of ascension. The only 
question, at looking batk at the cbne, is, 
• How did so many delicate women ever 
do it ?" jt used to be considered a matter 
of course for any traveler who visited 
Naoles to ascend Vesuvius, but even with 
the aid of the guides it must have been a 
serious effort. Even those who permitted 
themselves to be <-»'iied up in a chair 
must have experienced a nervous sensa 
lion on finding themselves thus su-ingely 
suspended on the shoulders of smuggling 
men between earth and heaven. After 
this panting ascent -we found ourselves 
near the base of the small cone which 
has been 
raited within 
two 
years. 


There is a field ol yellow-lava here eject 
ed by Vesuvius in the eiuption of 1872. 
By leaping from one rock to another jt is 
possible to go even nearer, but it is not 
safe to go on the cone on account of the 
burning stones that are constantly filling 
over it. By ascending a hill to the right 
may be seen the fissure in the top of the 
cone, through whfh the lava runs in a 
narrow stream down the side toward Pom 
pen. 
But I confr«» that my courage 


failed here, and I contented myself with 
sitting down m the ashes and 
watching 


the explosions which frequently occurred. 
The hne black ashes feel in showers, and 
the hot sulphurous air burnt my face I*M] 
discolored the steel ornaments of myd.iss. 
Clouds came every 
few moments to 


wreathe the cone in darkness, and the fre- 
ijucnt explosions shook the jjiound under 
foot — -{N. Y. Evening Post.
